Case of John Williams. 


On Tuesday, the 23rd ult. the bill for 
the pardon of John Williams, was taken 
up in committee of the whole, in the as- 
sembly of this state—The following isa 
sketch of the debate, as taken by the edi- 
tor :— 


The bill being read— 


Mr. Hogvboom, of Rensselaer, offered a 
substitute, directing his confinement in the 
¢tate-prison for years. 

Mr, Miller, of New-York, opposed the 
substitute. He observed that the coimmit- 
tee to whom the subject had been referred, 
had been put in possession of ali the facts 
relating to the case—they had examined 
the law, and they had reported in favor of 
a pardon—their reasons were satisfactory 
to him ; and he agreed with them in opin- 
ion. Williams had been convicted on tes- 
timony before the coeur. By that testimo- 
ny it appeared that he was an accessory, or 
a principal in the killing ; but there was no 
evidence of that previous malice necessary 
to constitute the crime of murder. Wheth- 
er the jury had bee 1 directed by the court, 
or whether they had founded their verdict 
on prejudice, he knew not ; but he believ- 
ed the conviction a mistaken one. Had 
Williams been indicted for assault and bat- 
tery, with intent to kill, or for manslaugh- 
ter, the case would have been different. 

As it was, the legislature could only decide, 
whether they were satisfied of his guilt as 
to the crime fer which he was convicted. 
cers were not satisfied of this guilt, he

Mr. Ross, of Oran Ie, Oj aie the sub 
stitute a3 unconstitutional. He thought it 
the duty of the legislature to pardon, cr di- 
rect the execution of the covict. He con- 
tended that the legislature was not bound

was elther guilty or not guilty. ‘Phe case 
did not admit of a substitute. 
eved the testimony as very suspicious. It 
did not convince hivn of the pailt of the 
ptisoner. His general character was fair. 
lie was not consideredas a dangerous mem- 
ber of community. Excepting the vice of 
intoxication, he was deemed a harmiless 
man. The jury might have been mistaken 
or misdirected. He th ought the prisoner 
had been sufficiently punished. 

Mr. Williams, of Columbia, observed, 
that ie decide upon life and death was one 


by former decisions.

of the most import tant duties in civil socie- 
ty. Ona subject of this importance | he 
hoped every member would give an opinion, 
and not content bimscif witha silen: vote. 

The wisdom of all was requisite, to make 
a just decision. There were great diffi- 
culties in the case. The testimony 
was suspicious. It was not sufficient to 
convince him of the prisoner’s guilt. In 
his opinion the killing was unintentional, 
He believed it was the judge’s opinion that 
the prisoner ought not to have been con- 
victed. He thought that was the fair con- 
struction of the judge’s communication to 
the governor.— The fute of the prisoner 
was now in the hands of the legislature ; 

and they ought to be convinced ‘that Scott 
was murdered, and that Williams murder- 
ed him, before they could order his punish- 
ment. Phe jury had indeed pronounced 
on the guilt of Williams ; but did the evi- 
dence justify that verdict? There was no 
proof of the prisoner’s depravity—nor was 
there any evidence of previous malice—on 
the contrary, the prisoner and the deceas- 
eu had spent the evening together in har- 
mony. It had been preten ided that Scott 
was dragged to the creek, and. that the 
route by which he wa’ dragged was traced 
by blood. It had been clearly proved that 
if Williams dragged him at all, it was ina 
direction totally different, and in which di- 
rection no blood was discovered. He look- 
ed in vain for the evidence of malice pre- 
pense—no unlawful weapon was used—no 
dagger—no bludgeon—no deadly instru- 
ment.—The deceased was shoved from a 
door; and there was ne evidence of imme- 
diate injury. Malice might be inferred 
from previous threats or subsequent con- 
cealment or flight—Here were no threats 
--no flight—no concealment—no alteration 
in the prisoner’s conduct—He went to work 
the next day as usual. His character had 
always stood fair-——he was never suspected 
—he was enjoying a good reputation. He 
was convicted on slight testimony. Strong 
prejudices arose from local circumstances. 
The deceased was buried in the first place 
without suspicions. ‘There was no murder 
then seen lurking in his wounds. But 
when rumor with her thousand tongues had 
told, ard suspicion with her thousand ears 
had heard, the tale of murder; and the 

body was taken from the grave, the brui ses 
assuined a new appearance. The coroner’s 
jury who had without suspicion buried 
Scott, were now convinced that he was 
murdered. Suspicion fixed upon Williams, 
and finally grew into proof, and convicted 
him. But Mr. W. did not believe him 
guilty. He could see no evidence of Scott’s 
coming to his death by the hand of Wil- 
liams. ‘The violence proved was not suffi- 
cient to cause death. Scott was intoxicat- 
ed—He might have fallen from a wharf— 
fvom the bridge—or from the precipice 
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near the place. The bruises on his body 
and face proved nothing. He was found 
on the craggy shore of the creek, where he 
might have been dashed against the rocks 
by the force of the tide orsurf. The sup- 
position that the body was draxged into tn 

creek might be erroncous. The tracks dis- 
covered in the mud_ might have been made 
in a thousand other way s—the ee coat of 


the deceased did not look as if it had beea 
drawn through the mud. __‘ As to the blood, 
it might easily be accounted for. Around 


a house of il!-fame, visited by bad peopie, 
where fighting was frequent, drops of bleod 
could certainly be considered as no rare 
sight —But it was not enough to know that 
Scott was murdered, and murdered too by 
Williams. It must be shewn, that Wil- 
liams intended murder. The committee 
were to decide whether he was properly 
convicted ; and if se, whether he deserves 
mercy. If they were of opinion that hé 
did not commit the murder, a full and 
complete pardon should be granted. The 
question was not, ¥ hether by strict princi- 
ples of law, his lite was forfeited This 
was the proper queftion for the judge 1 
jury ; and they wil Anew, that if the'r 
construction of the law or the testimony 
was deemed too rigid, the case would of 
course finally come before the legislature. 
The case was one which yery properly 
claimed legislative interference. He snould 
oppose the substitute. He cotid not con- 
sent to send the prisoner to the state pri- 
son. 

Mr. Gilbert, of New York, was against the 
substitute. The prisoner must be ¢ wen 
or not guilty. If guilty of murder, he 
should be executed. If not guilty of mur- 
der, what is he guilty of? The conmiéittee 
could not decide—they did not kno v—they 
had no right to call for additional testium- 
ny—Tt hey could not assume.the powers of 
a court and jury—there was no indictment 
before the legislature. To commute in the 
manner proposed by the substitute. he con- 
ceived to be unconstitutional, ilegwal and at 
variance with common sense. His own o- 
pinion was that the prisoner was guilty ot 
murder; but he was not fully convinced ; 
and while doubts existed, ke should lean to 
the side of mercy. Better that ninety-nine 
of the guilty should escape punishment, 
than that one honest n an should suffer ; ; an: 
as he was not } perfectly satished of the il 
of Williams, he should vote for his pardon. 

Mr, flogedsoom thought gentlemen had 
mistaken the argument. The question wa 
not, whether the prisoner hadbeen guilty 
of murder. The substitute did not conve 
such anidea. The gentleman from Colun:- 
bia (Mr. W.) had observed, that previous 
malice, or subsequent inhumanity, was ne- 
cessary to make out the crime of murder. 
Mr. H. thought the act of shoving Sco: 
from the deor discovered some traits of mal» 
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ice and baseness—by ‘hat act it appeared a 
human being had been killed. He thought 
also that the subsequent conduct of Wil- 
liams had not been that of a good-hearted 
man—it evinced a callousness and insensi- 
bility. | If the crime was not murder, it was 
at least manslaughter, under aggravating 
cireamstances; and as he had, in the eye of 
the law, suffered no punishment, he could 
uot see with what propriety, he» could ask 
foran entire and frée pardon. ~ His opinion 
was in favor of scnding him to the state- 
prison foraterm of years—The body of 
the deceased having been found without 
mud-on it did not prove that it was not drag- 
ged tothe creek. Ifit had been dashed a- 
bout, as mentioned by the gentleman from 
Columbia, the mud must have been washed 
off. It was not strange that the body was 
buried without suspicion, and without a 
close examination.’ As the deceased was 
intemperate, it was supposed he came to 
his death by intoxication. After what had 


appeared in testimony, nobody doubtea but 


Williams had killed Scott. Perhaps it was 
not murder; but it was manslaughter. 
The legislature had a right to punish for it. 
An accessory had been sent to the state pris- 
on for three years: And should the prin- 
cipal go unpunished? It was a perversion of 
justice. The people expected from their 

ands a punishment in some degree propor- 
tionate with the crime. 

_ Mr. Gold, of Oneida, considered the tes- 
timony of Gaffnéy, the principal witness a- 


-gainst Williams, as very suspicious. He 


thought it extremely dangerous to punish a 
man on the strerigth of-such testimony. 
Gaffney was an accomplite. He was about 
the place; and yet heard no cry of murder 
—saw no act of: violence but the shoving. 
It was impossible, if he knew any thing a- 


- bout it, that fie could have known so little. 


The testimony of an accomplice was not 
‘sufficient to take away life ; and certainly 
not where it appeared under such csuspi- 
cious circumstances. The case had been 
‘called manslaughter under aggravating cir- 
cumstances. ‘There was no evidence of it. 
‘According to law principles, it could not be 
éaledageravated manslaughter. The le- 
gislature had no sight to set up new prin- 


ciples in this case, merely because the peo- 


ple think Williams guilty. There had been 
too much popular passion and feeling on 
this subject. Prejudice had done too much 
already. 

Mr. Williams rose to show the impropri- 
ety of being governed by the opinions of 
the neighborhood. Prejudices were so 
strong against the prisoner, that forty per- 
sons who were dravn jurors, declared that 
they had formed opinions unfavorable to the 
prisoner, and were set aside. Public re- 


port, he’ believed, had once condemned him. 


He hoped that the legislature would not 
tmit popular prejudice again to condemn 
him, He hoped they.would not commit 
a second murder, in their zeal to avenge 
the first. , 
Mr. German, of Chenango, mercly rose 
to give:his opinion. Every man was ac- 
‘countable to his own conscience, and must 
act for himself. Hethought the constitu- 
tion did not allow of thig substitute. ‘The 
legislature could not try the prisoner. On 
examining the evideace,doubts arose wheth- 
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er Scott camé to his death by Williams 
No matice aforethousht was proved. Lu 
the legisiuture could vot substitate the pun- 
ishment for manslaughter. ‘his was 
subject for the decision of the court ond jue 
ry. The judge was not very expik it in his 
communication on the subject; bet he 
thought he was ratherin favor of percon, 
though not certain but the decease. cine 
to his death by Williams. At av 2 
well grounded doubts existed wiheth h 
was legally and justly convicted

was certain.—Mir.C. said he shou'd ote ior 
a pardon. 

Mr. Gilbert. Popular opinion ought to 
have its weight. A majority ef the people 
ought to decide in all cases ; for a majority 
of the people, whet correctly informed, wiil 
always decide right. But the present o- 
pinion, being founded on prejudice, should 
not be regarded. 

Mr. Hogebocm thought the people 
spot the best judges. Williams was not a 
good character. He was at a bad house. 
Gaffney was not an accomplice. His testi- 
mony stood unimpeached. The object of 
punishment, he said, was to prevent crimes. 
i.et every man suffer according to his crime. 
Williams had certainly committed a crime 
of some sort; and if pardoned, would re- 
ceive no punishment. He thought the 
course proposed by the substitute to be con- 
stitutional; and stated that such was the o- 
pinion of the supreme court. The prisgn- 
er should not be cleared norexecuted. The 
legislature should mitigate the punishment 
—should so punish as to prevent crimes. 

Mr. Ferris, of New-Yovk, was not satisfi- 


on the 


“ed that Scott came to his death by the pris- 


oner. Was he satisfied of this, he should 
vote for his execution. Not being satisiied, 
he had no right to presume it. The evi- 
dence was not conclusive, that Williams 
killed Scott. He shoved him, but. perhaps 
not killed him. If fully convicted of murder, 
he should be executed ; but where there was 
doubt, neither death nor a substitute was 
proper. We have a rightto presume that 
some Other person killed him, or that he di- 
ed by accident. We cannot hang aman on 
mere presumption. Mr. I’. referred tothe 
constitution, and concluded that the legis- 
lature had not the power to substitute. 


Mr, Gold, thought Gaffney an accomplice. 
He saw the transaction and concealed it. 


Mr. Van Vechten, of Albany, thought the 
debate had taken a singular and improper 
turn. They were not totry the jury nor 
the court. ‘They had.no right to doit; nor 
were they to try the question of the guilt or 
innocence @fthe prisoner. That was al- 
veady decided by the proper tribunal. If 
they pardoned, they pardoned a guilty man, 
inmercy. The idea of pardoning an inno- 
cent man was absurd. ‘They were not to 
enquire whether he was lawlully or unlaw- 
fully convicted. ‘The jury had convicted ; 
and the judge, by his sentence, had acqui- 
esced in that verdict. He was not compel- 
led to condemn in compliance with the ver- 
dict. He could have referred the case to 
the supreme court, and the verdict, if er- 
roncous, could have been set aside, and a 


‘new trialerdered.. The guilt was establish-

Mu 5ut po inpunished—as Villains do not 
‘Ke Witnesses with them when they are a- 
norit Lo cominit crimes. But the testimony 
uf accomplices alone, without clrcumstan- 
ics evidence to support it, was not suffi. 
clent —~in this case there was corroborative 
tesumony 5 but perhaps not enough. The 
preyucices of the community ought to have 
ho weight. the judge thinks the killing 
was by W ilfiams, but doubts whether it 
was murder or not. Scott was unquestion- 
ably Killed 5 and Williams may have been 
an agent In the killing ; but there was no 
clear proof ol absolute murder. The whole 
affair was involved in mystery and doubts, 
Gaffney withheid testimony—he was an ace 
complice, for he made no disclosure. The 
killing might have been accidental, and con- 
cealed to avoid discovery. Mr. V. V. was 
of opipion that the legislature could qualify 
the punishment—that the constitution did 
not prevent it. Frequent precedents sup- 
ported this opinion. The legislature hada 
right to pardon upon conditions. The great- 
er power includes the lesser. But he was 
in favor of a complete pardon. Could the 
state-prison be considered as a bettering 
house, he would not object to sending the 
prisoner there with a view t6 his reforma- 
tion. But he believed he would come out 
worse than he went in. He did not think 
Williams a dangerous man ; and therefore 
thought best to save the expence of sending 
him to the state-prison, when no possible 
good could arise from it. 

The question was taken on the substitute 
and lostayes 36, nays 54. 

Mr. Sheldon (Speaker) offered a subsitute 
for postponing the execution of Williams te 
some future day.—In support of this mo- 
tion, he observed, that. Scott must have 
come to his end by violence. By whom 
was this violence committed? ‘There was 
no proofagainst any body but Williams ; 
and circumstances had arisen which ought 
to convince every one of his guilt. The 
bruises must have been produced by we 
blows of Williams. They could not have 
been the effect of accident. There was 4 
desperate wound on the side, and all the 
other wounds were on the head and upper 
part of the body... There was much doubt 
and mystery. Time might bring out addl- 
tional facts and circumstances. The exe- 
cution ought to be postponed, as they had no

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positive proof to influence a decision. 

Mr. Ross opposed this substitute also. 
He thought the only question was, whethe?

We have but faint hopes of 
an accommodation ; though the business may be 
procrastinated tor some months. 





A stupid democratic editor remarked in his pa- 
per, seven days ago, that he could not possibly be- 
lieve the report that Bonaparte had issued’a decree, 
declaring all vessels goad prize which shall have 
been in an English port, or steering tor one, or 
boarded by an English vessel, &c because these 
restrictions were so unjust, &c. If this editor could 
have waited another week before he undertook a 
justificaticn of veyey a ok he might have saved 
himself the trouble ; for here is the decree irself :— 


ImpeataL Decrees. 
At our Royal Palace, at Milan, December 17, 1807. 

Art 1. Every ship, to whatever nation it may be- 
long, that shall have submitted to be searched by an 
English ship, or toa voyage to Englasd, or that 
shall have paid any tax whatseever to the English 
government, is thereby, and for that alone, declar- 
ed to be denationalized, to have forfeited the pro- 
tection of its King, and to have become English 
property. ' 

Art. IL. Whetherthe ships thus denationalized by 
the arbitrary measures of the English goverment, 
enter into our ports, or those of our allies, or 
whether they fall intothe hands of our ships of war, 
or.of our privateers, they are declared to be good 
and lawful priaes. 

Art. 11. The British Islands are declared to be 
in a state of blockade, beth by: landand sea. Ev- 
ery ship, of whatever nation, or whatsoever the 
nature of its cargo may be, that sails from the 
ports of England, or those of the English colonies, 
and of the countries occupied by English troops, 
and proceeding to England, or to English colonies, 
or to countries eccupied by English troeps, is good 
and lawful prize, ascontrary to the present decree ; 
an@ may be captured by our ships of War or our pri- 
vateers, and adjudged to the captor. 

Art. IV. These measures which are resorted to 
only in just retaliation of the barbarous system a- 
dopted by England, which ass milares its legisia- 


tion to that of Algiers, shall cease to have any ef- . 


fect with respect to all nations who shall have the 
firmuess to compel the English government to re- 
spect their flag. They shall continue to be rigor- 
ously in force as long as that government does not 
return to the principle of the law of nations, which 
regulates the relations of civilized states in a state 
of war, The provisions of the present decree shall 
be abrogated and null, in fact, as soon as the 
English abide again by the principles of the law of 
nations, wlrich are also the principles of justice and 
of honor 

Ail our ministers are charged with the execution 
ofthe present decree, which shall be inser:ed in 
the bulleon of the laws. NAPOLEON.
